attack. If the New Deal cannot depend 
upon a man to accept its orders like a pal- 
ace flunky, it has no more use for that 
man than for last year's loaf of bread.

umns into line, the effort was to nomin- 
ate Mr. Cudahy and hold him like the 
sword of Damocles over the head of Sena- 
ator LaFollette. 
It was reasoned that 


Mr. Cudahy would attract votes that Mr.

pected that the Senator would come to 
court upon his knees and kiss the hem of 
the royal garments. 


It must not be forgotten that this same 


system was worked 
before when Mr. 


Reilly, the Democratic candidate for sen- 
ator withdrew after receiving the nomin- 
ation. Has it been discovered that Fin- 
negan would not withdraw? 


But there is still time for the New Deal 


and it may drive Senator LaFollette into 
its support, particularly with the Republi- 
can party in the state back of a strong 
candidate like Clausen and growing in 
power with the people. 


But for the Senator to support the New 


Deal would compel him to turn his skin 
inside out. The Third Term has been a 
particular menace in the Senator's preach- 
ments. The course towards war has been 
another. 


After all, what has the New Deal now 


of more importance than these two prin- 
ciples Senator LaFollette has opposed so 
steadfastly.

As Ihe days 
extend themselves into November it is 
likely that the state will even show a 
more pronounced judgment of the draft- 
less draft and all the other shoddy and 
threadbare masquerade erected to beguile 
a confiding people.

ment listing the thousands of bridges and 
tens of thousands of buildings that must 
be constructed in France to make the 
country whole again does not dishearten 
the people. It only shows how far-reach- 
ing was the destruction of war. 


Man's battle through the 
centuries 


against the elements has been by far 
more encouraging and praiseworthy than 
his battle to heal the wounds caused by 
his own perversity. 


We have the ruins of Pompeii and 


Herculaneum because the flow of lava 
was so deep those who escaped its de- 
struction built upon it instead of removing 
it. 
But they never seemed 
to 
have 


thought of 
fleeing 
before the flaming 


breath of Vesuvius that had wrought the 
devastation. 
The tenacity with which 


broken families repopulated the corru- 
gated slopes of that volcano, after bury- 
ing their dead, sets them off with a touch 
of magnificence that entitles them to some- 
thing for their labor besides misgovern- 
ment. 


The earthquake at Valparaiso, Chili, 


took 32,000 lives, but in a few years the 
city was entirely rebuilt, more beautiful 
than ever, and the catastrophe, though 
not forgotten, was shrugged off as a thing 
that could not be helped and therefore 
must not permit man to alter his course. 


In 1906 San Francisco was levelled to 


the ground by an earthquake and fire that 
did their joint work thoroughly. 
But no 


sooner was the fire quenched and the 
corpse robbers shot than the work of re- 
building began. The new city corrected 
many of the mistakes of the old in ap- 
pearance and otherwise. 


Down in Martinique 26,000 perished in 


1902 when Pelee erupted. 
The ruin was 


wrought almost as fast as one can say 
Jack Robinson. 
But when the ground 


cooled off hoards of men went willingly 
to work in 1heir everlasting battle against 
the tumults of nature. 


The hurricanes and tidal waves that 


have left wide swaths of destruction al- 
most annually along some parts of the 
Florida coast have never succeeded in 
making one enduring coward. 
Instead 


the people of the community, after a ca- 
tastrophe had passed on its way, turn their 
talents to devise more sturdy barriers 
against the elements and to construct suit- 
able places of refuge. 


Hardly anything disclosed the inborn 


heroism of a people more than the actions 
of Galveston after the hurricane and flood 
of 1900. That city hardly took time to 
bind up its wounds. 
They built a new 


town, a greater town, and a better and 
safer port. They devised a seawall cap- 
able of exhausting the powerful fury of 
almost any tidal wave rushing against 
them. 


And so, as hundreds of crews of work- 


men replace thousands of bridges and 
tens of thousands of structures torn by 
shell and uprooted by mine 
all 
over 


France, regret may suitably be expressed 
at the needlessness of the man-made hur- 
ricane that did the damage, but in fact 
the work of rebuilding is no more than 
every part of the world, our own included, 
has known since civilized man employed 
his genius at constructing things beautiful 
to see and comfortable to use.

Washington—The army and navy have bee 


emphasizing that they have dropped the cost 
plus contracts which caused such scandalou 
repercussions during the last war, and are "ne 
gotiating" their contracts on the basis of cos 
plus a fixed fee. 


However, any future congressional investiga 


tion that looks into these contracts is going t 
discover a very interesting fact, namely that 1; 
many cases the army and navy are paying th 
social security taxes, plus state and local taxe 
for the firms which fill national defense con 
tracts. 


In other words, one part of the United State 


government turns around and pays taxes to an 
other part of the government on behalf of a 
private firm. 


A typical "negotiated" contract (i.e., oni 


awarded without competitive bidding) was the 
one given Kaufman Construction Co. and the 
J. E. Brenneman Co. for the building of an ad 
ditional pier at the Philadelphia Navy Yard. Th 
total contract figure was around $800,000, witl 
the contractors getting a fixed fee of $36,OOC 
for doing the job. 


This contract contains a clause exempting th< 


contractor from paying certain items, among 
which are the following: 


"The net amount of any U. S. social secur- 


ity taxes and any state or local taxes, fees, 
or charges, which the contractors may be re- 
quired, on account of this contract, to pay 
on or for any plant, equipment, process, or- 
ganization, materials or personnel under 
any applicable valid law or regulations is- 
sued by competent authority." 
Army and navy claim they have preceden 


for this in World war contracts which were re- 
affirmed in the National Defense act of 1920 
This law empowers the army and navy, in time 
of emergency or war, to make such contracts. 


In fact, under the interpretation claimed by 


some army-navy officials the government could 
even pay income taxes. Whether this has been 
allowed in any contracts is unknown, but it is 
an rpen secret that certain contractors have 
asked for it. 
FROM MISSOURI 


In two weeks there will be launched one o: 


the greatest publicity drives in U. S. political 
history. 


From thousands of billboards, posters, window 


signs, movie screens, radios and sound trucks 
the voters of the country will be bombarded 
with arguments, slogans and oratory until No- 
vember 5 as to why Wendell Willkie should be 
elected president of the United States. 


The campaign will be under the auspices o: 


the Republican National committee, but its rea 
authors are a group of live-wire St. Louis busi- 
ness men headed by bustling Edgar Queeny 
president of the Monsanto Chemical Co., one of 
the biggest such firms in the country. 


An original Willkie booster, Queeny has been 


giving a large part of his time to the job o 
electing him. He lunches daily with a score of 
politically-smart friends, and it was at these in 
formal pow-wows that the nation-wide publicity 
plan evolved. 


Originally Missouri was to stage the show 


alone, but the national committee was so im 
pressed with its possibilities that Queeny was 
asked to apply it to the entire country. He re 
sponded with characteristic zip. 


Through his influence, five leading advertis 


ing firms went to work with the agency tha 
handles the Monsanto account, the Gardner Ad 
vertising Co. of St. Louis, and assigned two rep 
resentatives to each state to explain the drive 
to local GOP chiefs. 


One particular point to be explained was tha' 


the cost would be too large lor the nationa: 
committee to bear under the Hatch Act, and 
that the state organizations would have to car- 
ry the load. The advertising contact men have 
reported back that --ithout exception the state 
headquarters are willing to raise and spend the 
necessary funds. 
HOW IT WORKS 


One of the chief aims of the drive is to hitch 


the election fight as closely as possible to loca! 
and personal factors. 


For example, real estate men are asked to 


place in the windows of unrented stores and 
houses signs which read: "This place is empty 
because of the New Deal." 


The radio campaign includes transcribed one- 


minute interviews with men and women on the 
street. Interviews will be secured from well- 
known local business men who are to say: "If I 
had to choose between Roosevelt and Willkie 
[or a manager for my business, there would be 
no hesitation on my part whom I would pick. It 
would be Wendell Willkie." 


All the publicity will concentrate on pounding 


home that the election of Willkie will vmean 
more jobs, better business and more' efficiency 
in government. 


Note—Paul G. Clancy, editor of American 


Astrology Magazine, claims that according to the 
stars it is "practically certain" Willkie will win. 
ATTACK ON GIBRALTAR 


In gauging the Italian squeeze against the 


British in Egypt and the Nazi blitzkrieg over 
London, it is always important to remember that 
;here have been two schools of thought inside 
the German high command: 


One felt that conquest of the British Isles was 


too tough a job immediately, that Britain's Med- 
.terranean and Near Eastern domain should be 
conquered first. 


The second urged an immediate attack upon 


the British Isles. 


Now, with the trip of von Ribbentrop to con- 


fer with Mussolini and the pilgrimage of Fran- 
co's special envoy to see Hitler, it looks as if 
more emphasis was going to be placed upon the 
Mediterranean end of the conflict. 


One thing seems sure to happen—that Gibral- 


tar, symbol of the Empire's might, will be seized 
by a joint German-Italian expedition. This will 
teep British warships from entering the Medi- 
terranean, also supply ships. 
BRITISH HAVE TOUGH ARMY 


The Italians face no easy job in Egypt. Despite 


spectacular gains, U. S. observers in Egypt re- 
port that they have not penetrated important 
.erritory and that the British have a tough army 
in reserve. 


It is composed of 80,000 Australians and New 


Zealandcrs, among the fiercest fighters in the 
British army; 40,000 British regulars hardened 
n the Near East; about 4,000 members of the 
French' Foreign Legion; and 50,000 Egyptians 
for rear-guard transport work. 


Against them Marshal Graziani does not have 


a 2 to 1 superiority, and also has difficulty in 
getting his supplies across the Mediterranean 
!rom Italy because of the presence of British 
warships off the Libyan and Egyptian coast. 
That is why the Italians want the mouth of the 
Mediterranean closed at Gibraltar, thus bottling 
up the British fleet. 


It cannot be ascertained for certain, but it 


would appear that the Italians expected Hitler 
o accomplish his blitzkrieg and subdue England 
some weeks ago, so that British resistance in 
5f?ypt would crumble. 


The fact that the two dictators now seem wor- 
ied enough about the situation to send Ribben- 
rop lo Rome is one of Ihe few encouraging re- 
>orts from Europe in weeks.

Outline for 
Bridge Exam 
Is Revealed

The 
1940 national self-rating 


bridge examination will start in this 
column one week from today and 
continue every day thereafter (ex- 
cluding Saturdays and Sundays) for 
five weeks. The form of the exam- 
ination will be the same as used in 
1937 and 1938. Each day 1 will pose 
one or two questions on bidding: or 
play, and exactly one week later 
will restate the question and give 
the official answer. 
Thus, those 


contestants who 
wish 
to "rate" 


themselves have only to write down 
their answers, keep them for a week 
and compare them -with the official 
answers. 


As in past years, the scoring will 


be conducted on a demerit system, 
based on "par." Let me explain 
this thoroughly. 


Every contestant starts out with 


1,000 points. Most of the questions 
will carry a certain number of "de- 
merit points." 
Suppose, on ques- 


tion 1, which asks the proper open- 
ing bid on a certain hand, the cor- 
rect answer is one no trump. Con- 
testants who answered one spade 
may be directed to demerit them- 
selves 12 points; "two no trump" 
may carry 18 demerits, and so forth, 
These points must be deducted from 
the original 1,000 points, and as 
more wrong answers are made, ad- 
ditional deductions follow. * 


Obviously, 
the 
contestant who 


never makes the wrong answer nev- 
er will have to make a deduction 
and will keep his 1,000 points to the 
end. He will do even better than 
that, because some "tough" ques- 
tions will carry, not demerits, but 
credits, which, if earned are to be 
added to- the net score. It will be 
observed that this system permits 
contestants who have lost points 
through demerits to regain points 
and bring themselves back to "par." 
It is very much like a golf score.

For the last half hour he has 
banged that thing down on the radio stand. He'll break every tube in it, 
and look at the wood. He's smashing everything in the house, but you 
say it's all right so it's all right." 


"He's only a child. What do you expect?"

clarer won, drew trumps, cashec 
the diamond king,

dummy with a club and led a dia- 
mond to his own jack. West pounc- 
ed on the trick, laid down the 
spade queen, gnd that was that, 
Down one! 


Apparently, declarer had paid no 


attention to West's vulnerable over- 
call at the two-level. That overcall 
made it very likely that West had 
a six card spade suit and the miss- 
ing queen. It also opened two lines 
of play which would have beten 
successful. 


1. Declarer could have refused 


the first spade trick, won the sec- 
ond, then cashed every trump, one 
high diamond, and the three clubs. 
Now dummy would be down to one 
spade and one diamond, while de- 
clarer would have only the K-J of 
diamonds. West would be squeezed. 
In order to keep his spade guard, he 
would have had to blank his dia- 
mond queen. A diamond to declar- 
er's king would settle the defender's 
hash. 


2. Declarer could win the first 


trick (the better plan, to avoid the 
possibility of a spade continuation 
being ruffed), then, as in plan 1 cash 
all the trumps, one high diamond, 
and the three clubs.

The capsules will be 
like the ones your druggist use for powdered 
medicine, but deep blu« so nobody may see 
the number on a slip of paper inside each. 


Here in Washington they'll mount the glass 


bowl oh a table and stir the capsules with a 
fooden spoon. Lights will snap on, cameras 
will grind and notables will step forward to 
•pick out the first capsules. Later the generals 
will finish the long job.

Behind this business of pulling capsules out 


,ef a bowl is nearly a quarter of a century 
of experience and planning. 


Planned For 20 Years 


Back in 1920, Congress ordered the Army 


and Navy to plan for future military emer- 
gencies. Six years later the Joint Army and 
Navy selective service committee went to 
work. After 1936 /the committee called in 30- 
odd civilian experts, most of them graduates 
of the World war draft system. 


The result of the joint effort: The 1940 draft. The committee expects it 


to be'simple, smooth working and, above all, fair and democratic. Basical- 
ly, it is the World war draft system all over again, but streamlined. 


The minute the conscription law passed, printing orders for 500.000,000 


forms—booklets, cards, blanks, questionnaires, in fact, all the parapher- 
nalia of the draft—were ready to

Areas of About 30,000 


Each board presides over an area 


in which about 30,000 people live. 


The experts already know about 


how many men will register. They 
use a system known as "weighted 
census statistics." Assuming a popu- 
lation base of 131,000,000 Americans, 
they know between 12 and 13 per 
cent of these, are between 21 and 
36. or about 16.500,000. 


In the light of World war experi- 


ence, about one-third of the sixteen

The army isn't ready for 5,500,000

never keep American workers con- 
tinously employed. But there were 
more votes in the WPA rain of 
checks than in encouraging indus- 
try in the last seven years, 


Judgment of Few 


What Mr. Roosevelt said about 


his interest in the judgment of the 
many instead of the few fits in 
with his political attitude toward 
industry, but it doesn't fit at all 
with what he actually does every 
day in Washington with respect to 
government If ever there was an 
institution in the world which to- 
day relies on the judgment of a 
few—the brain trusters and the 
radicals who have access to the 
White House—it is the administra- 
tion now in power in Washington.

But what are "matters affecting 


government" today? They are mat- 
ters arising out of the need for 
increased industrial production so 
as to get weapons of war made 
quickly. 
What were these "mat- 


ters affecting government" for the 
last seven years? They were mat- 
ters arising principally out of the 
need for putting idle men back into 
jobs. Failure has come in both in- 
stances because Mr. Roosevelt dis- 
carded the pleadings of business 
men. the managers of free enter 
prise, the owners who were risk 
ing their savings for the Ameii 
can enterprise system. 


But Mr. Roosevelt wouldn't lis 


ten. 
He decided there were mor 


votes in adopting the communisti 
approach, and that's why with 
commendable frankness he declar 
ed last Friday that "on candidate 
and on election issues" he would

nical knowledge of management 
which, in turn, is today directl;
